The genial 
heat that the tan giyes renders it one ot } 
the best meters that can be used for | 
the growth of m When well 
beaten together withthe horse dung,and 
in sufficient quantity, | find the mixture 
more productive and lasting than horse 
dung alone. The beds are, jn fact, 
masses of clumps, with ag mary as from 
twenty to tifty in eaeb, which gould be 
and were often up whole, 

Some may ask, does not tan produce 
unwholesome fungi ? With me, and used |. 
as stated, there need’ be no fear of this. 

I have not found oné ‘bpurious one. As 
to flavor, they weré pronounced by those | 
who partook of the ‘be. very savory 
and delicate. It must. not be imferred 
that I recommend tan alone, but iet a 
quantity be putin loose box, or any 
other stitable place where a horse is shut 
up for time, so that its manure is well 
incorporated with the tan, and yse it 
when in a good friable state, neithe; wet 
nor dry; if too wet the spawn will not 
run so well, and if too dry the beds will 
not keep in bearing so long. My experi- 
ence leads meto think that tan will be 
rnuch sousht after when its qualities are 
more known to mushroom growers, fot 
I believe it to be superior to all drop 
pings. —Charles Penford in Gardener's 
Chronicle.

The “Council of foreign Bondheld- 
ers” has honored us with another lengthy 
commun'cation—this time on Louisiana 
bonds—and has the assurance to request 
its publication in the CONSTITUTION. 
We will publish it in full at the usual 
rites; but are willing to deadhead'a short 
summary of it The council objects to 
the provisions of the new funding act 
which radical rascality conceived and 
is engineering for the pur pose of burying 
some of the evidences of its numerots 
thefts and frands. It has concluded, 
however; to advise “‘such of the bond- 
holders as are compelled to de 80,” to 
convert their bonds under protest, hold 
ing the state and ‘‘her citizens generally” 
responsible for the loss of principal and in- 
terest thus inflicted.

| And here comes in one of the many 
damages that radical villany has inflicted 
upen thé once prosperous state, and es- 
pecially upon her great commercial city. 
These certificates and the partialrepudi- 
ation contained in the funding act will be 
used for a generation at least to thé inju- 
ry of her credit abroad. If she wants 
foreign capital for some great work 
of internal nmprovement, the results of 
the reconstruction frauds in the shape 
of these ‘‘certificates of claims,” will 
be thrown up against her people. And 
yet the citizens, the tax-payers, the in- 
telligence of the state are no more re- 
sponsible for them than they are for acts 
of the great Tycoon or of any other aes- 
pot. True and clear as this is to us, yet 
the acts of Kellogg’s crew 
will long injure the 
reputation of the state,and no one can 
see a way out of the labarynth of debt 
and confusion. It 1s no idle threat .of 
the London corporation when, in speak- 
ing of the funding act, they declare 
“that the citizens of Louisiana will find 
that the apparentadvantage which they 
may have secured by the arbitrary spoli- 
ation of the property of others, will he 
more than counterbalanced by the dis- 
credit which will attach to their state, 
and which will enevitably hamper all 
their future enterprises, both public 
and private.”’ Of ail the curses that 
Grantism has inflicted upon down-trod- 
den Louisiana, this is perhaps the most 
lasting and the most unjust.
